University Issues Farm Ontlook 

The University of Saskatchewan 
has ssued a “Farm Outlook for 
_ Saskatchewan.” This includes sur- 
vey of conditions throughout the 
year and a review of the situation 
in Wheat, livestock, and dairy pro- 
ducts and commodity price levels in 
their relationsh p to the Saskatche- 
wan farmers’ prospects, The sum- 
mary points to a slightly improved 
prospect for 1933, indicating that an 
upward trend may be expected in. 
prices of wheat, hogs, and poultry. 
‘Higher prices fot ‘good work horses 
may be expected, too. The outlook 
for dairy products is less satisfac- 
tory and sheep and wool pr ces will 
likely continue at low levels. The 
probability is that beef cattle prices 
will remain low. “It ig suggested in 
this review ‘that farmers should not 
endeavor to shift from one k nd of 
‘agriculture to another as at the 
present time nothing is to be gained 
by making radical changes. It is 
also suggested that it would be wise 
for the farmers to build up a reserve 
of feedwhere scarcity hag been ex- 
perienced in recent years.

The Wheat Situation 
While wheat export, from Canada 
have been at a comparat vely low 
figure) during the past few weeks, 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
believes that there is a good chance 
of increasing business a little later 
on. In the latest review of the wheat 
situation, dated March 16, the bur- 
eau po nts out that during the final 
20 weeks of the year something like 
265,000,000 bushels of wheat (Broom 
hall estimate) will be required by 
importing nations and th eprincipal 
sources of supply will be Australia, 
Argentina, and Canada. Allowing 
for a carryover of 40 mill on bushels 
in Australia, the surplus available 
for export as at March 1 is approxi- 
mately 49 million bushels; and al- 
lowing for a similar carryover in 
Argentina | the surplus available for 
export is 69 m Mion bushels.

A saving of $931 from last year’s 
estimates has been made in the 1933 
estimates of expense, for the Bas- 
sano school. Last year the esti- 
mates totaled $10,634, while the 
figure for this year ig $9,703. 

Sav ngs have been effected by re- 
duction of teachers’ salaries, care- 
taker’s salary, fuel and light and 
other items. Teachers’ salaries for 
1932 were estimated at $6,500, while 
the 1933 estimate is $5,700. A one 
hundred dollar saving is estimated 
in fuel and light, and the caretaker’s 
salary has been cut $160. Estimates 
for debentures, bulding and re- 
placements, furniture and equ‘p- 
ment, teachers’ supplies, etc. | are 
the same as last year. 

The net demands from the town 
are estimated at $6,800 this year, 
last year’s figure being $7,750. This 
will mean a reduction of $960 in 
school taxes. 

The estimate of expenses does not 
include the cost of operating the 
extra high school room, which 8 
financed by the collection of fees 
from pupils according to the sched- 
ule in the special high school plan.

TO FARMERS 


As a means of helping relieve the 
difficulties faced by the farmers on 
the Eastern Irrigation Project, the 
Cc. P. R. is making certain conces- 
sions for 1933 respecting the land 
contracts held by these farmers. 

Details of the plan are given in 
another column of this issue of The 


“Something Certainly had to 
done to ease the strained financial 
situation of these farmers. It is 
simply impossible for them to meet 
the terms of their contracts with 
farm produce selling at present low 
figures; and though there may be 
some improvement in these prices 
before next fall, it is very unlikely 
that the improvement would be suffi- 
cient to enable th eirrigation farmer 
to meet his obligations. 

Last year the company put into 
operation a one-year plan which in- 
cluded a crop-shar eagreement in 
order to meet conditions which are 
similar to those prevailing this year. 

This year the company has a 
somewhat similar plan laid out on 
more generous proportions. 

Instead of the one-third share of 
the crop taken last year, the com- 
pany, is this year prepared to accept 
a one-fourth ghare. This gives the 
farmer a better deal. Another im- 
portant feature of this year’s plan 
i, that providing for the company 
writing off a full year’s interest and 
water rental if the contract holder 
pays one year’s taxes. This will 
mean a big saving to the farmer. 

The company has also a double 
credit scheme incorporated in the 
plan which give, the farmer double 
credit on arrears of interest and 
water rental for all money paid 
under the crop-share scheme or 
paid in eash according to the origin- 
al Jand contract. 

Faking -into consideration the 
present -price of farm produce and 
the market outlook, it would appear 
that, from the farmer's viewpoint, 
the crop-share agreement is a better 
proposition than the payment of one 
year’s principal an dinterest. 

The C. P. R. is somewhat tardy 
in making this offer to the farmers. 

The proposition should have been 
made to the contract holders many 
weeks ago so as to give him ample 
time for a thorough investigation 


before the commencement of the 
busy spring season. 

The plan, of course, is only a 
temporary meausre—an effort to

The Federal Govt. 
and the Wheat Pools 


Outline Given of Relationship Be- 
tween the Federal Government 
and Western Wheat Pools 


The following outline of the busi- 
ness relationship between the fed- 
eral government of Canada and the 
western wheat pools has been issued 
from the head office of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool. 

“References were made in the 
budget presented by the federal 
parliament on March 21 by Hon. E. 
N. Rhodes, m nister of finance. In 


order to simplify the explanation of | 


the relationship between the federal 
government and the pool the  fol- 
lowing is offered: 
“When the wheat 
their method of operation commenc- 
ing with the summer of 1931 the 
federal government gave guarantees 
to the banks to provide for ad- 
vances to the pools for the conduct 
of elevator operations to the end of 
the 1931-32 crop year (in the case of 
the Alberta Pool, Juuly 16, 1932). 
These bank loans were repaid w th 
the exception of a small balance 


transferred to the present crop year. 
The federal government provided re-
